The  staff  is  headed  by  Health  Di- 
rector, Patrica  Coates  and  full  time  nurses 
Mary  Warren  and  Sylvia  Kelin. 


WEIGHT  ROOM 


The  Athletic  Department  coordinate  programs  to  promote  good  health  and  to  im- 
prove the  physical  health  of  the  student.  The  use  of  the  weight  room  provides  the 
opportunity  for  all  students  to  increase  their  personal  fitness.  Located  in  the  base- 
ment of  Charlesgate,  the  weight  room  fulfills  the  needs  of  each  student,  no  matter 
what  degree  of  strength  he  or  she  may  be.

6 Arlington  Street  Emerson  s newest  acquisition,  sports  a snappy 
Deco  interior  with  its  sturdy  brick  facade  and  tapering  tower.  Once  you 
survive  the  elev  ator  ride  upstairs,  take  in  the  view  of  Boston's  Public 
Garden,  an  apartment  developer's  dream. 

100  Beacon  stands  guard  over  Embankment  Road,  beckoning  stu- 
dents to  outrun  the  traffic  light  to  get  inside.  Part  residence,  part  admin- 
istration building,  1 00  Beacon  has  seen  'em  come  and  go.  For  many 
expanding  departments  and  programs  it  has  been  the  weigh  station 
before  permanent  space  is  made  available. 

The  best  kept  secret  on  campus,  is  what  residents  call  132  Beacon. 
Though  it  is  the  smallest  of  the  residence  halls,  it  is  much  bigger  than 
it  appears,  and  many  rooms  overlook  the  Charles  River,  it  is  not  unusu- 
al for  students  living  in  132  to  stay  steadfastly  through  their  gradua- 
tion.

This  year's  MTS  AUCTION  was  named  "Her- 
nando's Hideaway  ",  where  all  proceeds  went 
to  fund  the  spring  musical.  The  Pajama  Game. 
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Since  its  re-opening  on  April  26,  1989,  the  theatre  has  been  the  site 
of  several  all  college  events,  including  Orientation,  the  college  Christ- 
mas Party,  Emerson  Presents,  and  the  most  recent  The  Fajama  Game. 
Many  nonprofit  organizations  also  use  the  theatre  for  productions, 
which  gives  Emerson's  Performing  Arts  students  increased  work  experi- 
ence in  the  areas  of  technical  theatre.  Dance  Umbrella,  Boston  Lyric 
Opera,  Revolutionary  Acts  and  the  Jazz  Composers  Alliance  are  among 
the  frequent  visitors  to  the  theatre. 


MAJESTIC  FACTS 


next  to  the  theatre  is  an  alleyway,  known  as  "Allens 
Alley”  or  "Majestic  Alley”.  At  one  time,  three  stage 
doors  and  loading  docks  opened  onto  the  alley  - that 
of  the  Majestic,  the  Colonial  and  the  Plymouth 
Theatres.  Under  the  alley  is  a network  of  once  - ele- 
gant tunnels  which  connected  the  theatres  to  the 
Boylston  Street  subway  station.  The  original  doors  to  the  Majes- 
tic are  intact  and  may  be  viewed  from  the  lobby  area. 

Although  the  second  balcony  has  been  closed  since  the  early 
1940's,  all  of  the  original  seats,  with  hat  racks  under  each,  are 
still  in  place.  The  balcony  has  one  of  the  steepest  rakes  ever 
constructed. 

The  Majestic  originally  seated  1,534  people,  counting  the  479 
seats  in  the  second  balcony.  Today,  Orchestra  and  Box  seats 
have  been  reduced,  but  the  first  balcony  has  been  expanded 
so  the  theatre  still  seats  1,013  people.

The  Majestic  Theatre  is  an  outstanding 
example  of  Beaux  Arts  classicism,  nota- 
ble both  for  its  monumental  terra  cotta 
exterior  and  its  highly  ornamented  inte- 
rior. Also  significant  is  the  fact  that  the 
Majestic  is  the  only  known  Boston  work 
by  the  nationally  renowned  architect 
John  Galen  Howard.  The  Majestic  exteri- 
or exemplifies  a number  of  important 
Beaux  Art  characteristics.  The  theatre 
has  a number  of  important  Beaux  Art 
characteristics.  The  theatre  has  com- 
manding presence  which  asserts  itself 
on  the  streetscape.  Basic  design  ele- 
ments are  derived  from  Greek  and  Ro- 
man sources,  but  the  shape  of  these  ele- 
ments is  freely  interpreted,  rather  than 
intimidated.  Ornamentation  is  cast  in 
high  relief,  and  advancing  and  receding 
plans  are  used  to  create  contrasts  of 
light  and  shadow.  The  theatre  was  the 
first  in  Boston  to  freely  exploit  the  possi- 
bilities of  electricity.  Rather  than  simu- 
lating older  forms  of  lighting  such  as  the 
candelabra  and  chandelier,  electric  fix- 
tures are  integrated  into  the  architectur- 
al fabric.  The  rise  of  recessed  lighting  in- 
tensifies the  drama  of  the  vast  auditori- 
um space.

This  was  a vear  of  expansion  for  Emerson  s 
EM  radio  station.  WERS  expanded  its  studio 
facilities  as  well  as  its  weekend  program- 
ming including  Castles  in  the  Air ",  a radio 
theatre  program.  Live  music  week  in  April 
drew  area  bands  into  the  studio  to  help  raise 
money  for  the  nonprofit  station.  Livingston 
Tavlor  was  among  the  artists  appearing  live 
at  128  Beacon  Street. 
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WECB  - AM  continued  its  service  to  the  cam- 
pus by  providing  music  at  special  events 
such  as  Orientation,  Emerson  on  the  Hatch 
Shell,  Spring  Fling  and  Fright  Test.  They  also 
spun  regularly  at  The  Wall  and  Fensgate  Din- 
ing Commons.  Off  campus,  the  WECB  crew 
hosted  a party  at  the  Children  s Hospital 
during  the  Easter/Passover  season.  Con- 
tests and  prizes  were  part  of  the  fun,-  the  par- 
ty was  even  broadcast  on  closed  circuit  tele- 
vision for  the  children  who  weren't  able  to 
attend.  Children's  Hospital  has  invited  the 
station  back  in  December. 
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Emerson  Independent  Video  had  made  many 
firsts  this  year  which  helped  bring  the  organiza- 
tion together.  A newsletter  and  reception  spread 
the  word  about  EIV  s activities  and  strengthened 
the  relationship  between  EIV  and  the  Mass  Com- 
munication Division.  Inside  the  studios,  new  re- 
mote equipment  and  an  updated  news  opening 
gav  e the  organization  a sense  of  freshness.  Several 
of  the  season  s shows  drew  campus  attention,  such 
as  Controversy  Comer ",  and  Laird  Lab'.  Bos- 
ton Underground  and  Wonder  Kids'  aired  on  lo- 
cal cable  stations  and  repeated  over  the  summer. 

Working  Title  was  a music  video  program  which 
was  a new  v enture  for  the  EIV  membership,  who  are 
traditionally  news  and  series  oriented  in  their  work. 
High  participation  and  the  support  of  Mass  Com- 
munications made  for  a successful  year  all  around. 


"Inside  Out”,  which  works  out  of  the  stu- 
dios of  Emerson  Independent  Video,  op- 
erates as  a half  hour  investigative  on-loca- 
tion series.  During  the  1989-1990  academic  year  the  producers  and 
staff  of  "Inside  Out"  sharpened  and  developed  their  professional  skills 
to  prepare  for  future  careers  in  the  broadcasting  industry.  Rather  than 
confining  students  to  their  classrooms  and  editing  suites,  "Inside  Out" 
took  its  members  to  Texas  Death  Row,  a crack  house  in  Lowell,  aboard 
a coast  guard  cutter  in  the  Bahamas,  on  the  floor  of  the  new  York  Stock 
Exchange,  down  the  Las  Vegas  Strip  and  to  the  launch  of  the  space 
shuttle  Discovery.  Despite  the  local  and  national  attention  the  show 
achieved,  and  a successful  fundraiser  at  the  Wilbur  Theatre  s Duck 
Soup  Comedy  Club,  "Inside  Out"  faces  financial  hardships  and  will  be 
unable  to  return  to  the  campus  next  year. 


Broadcast  Comedy  is  an  organization  created  to  bridge 
the  gap  between  Emerson  s Performing  Arts  and  Mass 
Communications  Department.  The  Organization  per- 
formed both  famous  and  original  plays  in  Emerson's 
television  studios  before  a live  audience. 


The  producers  give  chances  to  television  students  to  ex- 
perience live  drama  before  an  audience,  while  the  the- 
atre students  become  accustomed  to  working  with  tele- 
vision cameras.  The  organization  looks  forward  to  many 
seasons  as  successful  as  the  last  few.

The  1990  Evvy  Awards:  "Communicating  Through 
Comedy"  were  presented  May  12th  at  Boston's  Histor- 
ic Opera  House.  Presentors  included  local  television 
personalities,  industry  representatives,  alumni,  facul- 
ty, and  administrators.  Producers  Marianne  Franco 
and  Tom  Rogan  were  joined  by  hosts  Rich  Turiel  and 
Sharon  Adelman  to  acknowledge  and  celebrate  out- 
standing achievement  in  video  production  and  direc- 
tion. Award  categories  included  live  and  edited  talk 
shows  and  PSA's;  documentaries;  news,  sports,  and 
weather;  and  EIV  series.  Between  award  categories, 
the  audience  was  treated  to  montages  through  TV  his- 
tory, such  as  the  situation  comedy,  the  TV  family,  and 
television  news.
